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Express Highways 

HERE is a very interesting proposal before the 

Legislature of New York at the present time re- 
garding the construction of an express highway between 
New York and New Haven, Conn., with the possibility 
of extension to Boston. The proposal is for the con- 
struction of this super-highway by private capital, with 
tolls to be collected for use of the thoroughfare. 

There is no question as to the benefit of such a highway. 
Between New York and Boston the historic Boston Post 
Road bears almost all the through motor traffic. It is one 
of the most traveled roads in this country, or in the world, 
for that matter. In fact, the Post Road is called upon to 
carry a volume of traffic far beyond its capacity during 
certain periods. Any motorist who has attempted to drive 
on the Post Road on a pleasant Saturday or Sunday during 
the active motoring season will prayerfully indorse this 
statement. As a matter of fact, traffic is nearly static at 
times. Speed limits are a farce because traffic itself fre- 
quently sets a limit of five or ten miles for hours on end. 
An express highway, for the use of which a reasonable toll 
was charged, would relieve much of the congestion on the 
Post Road and would make for comfort and efficiency. 

It is quite possible, due to the developing congestion of 
main state roads, that proposals of this kind, for construc- 
tion of toll roads by private capital, will become increasingly 
frequent. It may be that condition will make it necessary 
to turn to private enterprise to give us the arterial highway 
communications that we need. But every such proposal 
should be accepted only with the most definite and rigid 
safeguards of the public interest. Transportation facilities 
should always be considered the property of all the people. 
No private interests should be allowed to obtain a permanent 
hold on public rights and property. Permission to private 
interests to construct toll roads should carry an iron-clad 
agreement that the state can reclaim its rights over the 
property any time that the public interest demands the step.

Cosmetics for the Car 

T the recent S. A. E. meeting in Detroit, R. M. Smith of 

the Canada Paint Company spoke interestingly on 

modern methods of increasing the comely appearance of 
motor cars. He held, and rightly, that the advent of lacquer 
finishes has been the factor that has given the motor car a 
new face. It has marked the rouge, lipstick and powder era 
of highway vehicles. 

It is only about six years since our motor vehicles went 
somberly clad in a very limited scale of dark colors. In 1924 
lacquer finishes began to appear, and within a couple of 
years our cars broke out into a frenzy of color. Not only 
did brighter, solid colors find a place in body finishing, but 
combinations of two or more colors and shades achieved 
immediate popularity. Some manufacturers refused to see 
the appeal in this color craze and stuck to the traditional 
somber tones. They had their answer promptly in declining 
sales. As hastily as possible they climbed on the color band- 
wagon, one of the clamberers being Henry Ford, who once 
said: “I don’t care what color they paint my cars, provided 
it is black.” 

One of the indications of this new era of color pulchri- 
tude is to be found in the rapidly increasing production of 
lacquer finishes. In 1924 the output of lacquer in this coun- 
try was 3,590,000 gallons. In 1925 it had grown to 11,000,000 
gallons and by 1926 the full tide was in, production reaching 
22,000,000 gallons. The year 1927 saw the output reach 
30,000,000 gallons and 1928 sponsored a production of 47,- 
500,000 gallons. It is probable that 1930 will see an outqut 
of sixty to seventy million gallons of lacquer finishes. 

From all of which the manufacturer and dealer 
alike will gain an impressive lesson in how far it is safe 
to oppose the natural human leaning for beauty and 
gayety.

BUDD BODY OUTPUT 
SHOWS INCREASE IN APRIL 


Philadelphia, Pa., May 7.—The 
Edward G. Budd Manufacturing 
Company of Philadelphia and De- 
troit reports a marked increase for 
April in the amount of steel which 
has been fabricated into automobile 
bodies and body parts in its Phila- 
delphia plant. 

The April figure exceeds that of 
March and the figures of both 
March and April exceed the month- 
ly average for the year 1929. The 
April consumption for the company 
amounted to 14,081 tons, as com- 
pared with 12,333 tons during the 
month of March. The April figure, 
if translated into all-steel automo- 
bile bodies, is the equivalent of more 
than 62,500 bodies manufactured in 
the Budd plant. 
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YRITICISM of conditions in the 
wholesale market during the 
past few weeks in lines other than 
automotive should be studied by 
automotive jobbers to see whether 
their buyers are showing a tend- 
ency to follow along the same 


path. 
The complaint has been voiced 
frequently that restrictions im- 


posed by the merchandise manager |

are causing sales to be lost, 
causing manufacturers also to lose | 
business they would otherwise get. 
Buyers are also reported to have 
said they are willing to place orders, 
but “the merchandise manager won't 
let them.” 

Criticism of this kind, however, 
according to a merchandising exevu- 
tive, betrays a lack of knowledge of 
the function of the merchandise 
manager and of the new part he 
is playing in making both retailing 
and manufacturing le 
ulating turnover and co-ordinating 
the activities of the buyers under 
him. 

It appears safe to say that in 90 
to 95 per cent. of the cases in which 
a@ buyer says the merchandise man- 


ager will not permit orders to be 
placed, the statement is a mere 
alibi, this executive said. “State- 


ments of this nature are a kind of 
fiction that has been circulated by 
buyers and wholesalers as an ex- 
cuse to cover other conditions and 
has comparatively little basis in 
fact,” he says. “For a merchandise 
manager to deny a buyer to pur- 
chase merchandise which he really 
needs is obviously illogical. Al- | 
though most progressive stores are 
operating on a budget and an open- | 
to-buy schedule, these are only 
guides and in no sense operate as 
a strait-laced control over buying 
operations. 

“If a buyer really needs merchan- 
dise for known consumer demands, | 
no merchandise manager worthy of | 
his job will restrain the buyer from 
purchasing it. In fact, he probably
